Springfield, Ills.. June 17.—The above 
ticket was nominated by the democratic 
etate convention this afternoon and John 
P. Hopkins was reelected chairman of 
the state central committee after a bitter 
contest with Carter H. Harrison, of Chi- 
cago. 

The election of Chairman Hopkins pro- 
duced the only fight in the convention. 
The day was full of clashes between Hop- 
kins and Harrison. The two men in- 
dulged in an acrimonous quarrel in the 
St. Nicholas hotel during: the morning, 
in which Hopkins bitterly resented criti- 
cisms made by Harrison. Later Harrison 
and his friends succeeded in beating Hop- 
kins in the district caucus: for state com- 
mitteeman and elected Thomas J. Mce- 
Nally, of Chicego, in his stead, but in 
the caucus of the general committee ap- 
pointed to select the chairman, HopKins 
gained a victory, being selected by a 
majority of three. A minority report fa- 
voring the election of Harrison was made, 
and the first carried upon the floor of the 
convention. 

The struggle produced wild excitement. 
The delegates at times were frantic and 
criticisms, personal in their nature, were 
frequently exchanged, but the majority 
report, seating Hopkins, was passed by 
@ vote of 862 to 397. 

In the contests for state treasurer and 
clerk of the supreme court George W. 
Duddleston, of Chicagy, and John L. Pick- 
ering, of Springfield, were nominated on 
the first ballot. 

The other nominess were chosen by ac- 
clamation,

MEETING OF COUNCIL WILL 
BE HELD THIS AFTERNOON 


Called by Mayor Mims To Act on In- 
vitation from Charter Commit- 
tee Asking All Members 
of Council To Join It 
at Once. 


The misunderstanding between the 


charter revision committee and the city’ 
council seems to have been smoothed 
over and the city council has won the 
point that It was contending for. 

The charter revision committee yester- 
day passed a resolution asking that all 
members of the city council be made 
members of the charter committee, and 
the council will probably agree to the 
request at a special meeting to be held 
this afternoon. 

The whole matter vjas settled at a 
meeting of the charter tevision commit- 
tee yesterday afternoon, when the com- 
munication was received from council 
requesting that committee to send its 
report to council after it was complete. 
Discussion arose on the matter when 
Alderman Johnson, who is a member of 
the charter committee, introduced the 
same resolution before that body that 
Councilman Key introduced in council 
Monday afternoon. In introducing the 
resolution Mr. Johnson said that he did 
so because he understood that the coun- 
cil’ resolution would not be sent to the 
charter committee until the expiration 
of four days, which time is allowed the 
mayor to approve or disapprove all reso- 
lutions passed by council. 

Before any action was taken on the 
Johnson resolution the mayor announced 
that he had already approved the Key 
resolution.as passed by council and that 
it had been transmitted to the charter | 
committee. The Key resolution was then 
read and quite a discussfon arose as to 
what showld be done with ft. 

Council Called In. 

There were motions made to refer the 
communication to a special’ committee 
and others to adopt ft, but before any ac- 
tion could be takén Alderman Welch in- 
troduced the following resolution: , 

Whereas, This reneral committees, appointed 
under authority of a resolution adopted bv the 
mayor and general counci! of the city cf At- 
lanta, approved Noventber 7, 1901. which reso- 
lution authorized and instructed the said com- 
mittee to prepare, publieh and arrange for

Whereas, The time ie now about at hand 
when the data thus obtained by this general 
committee may be formulated into suitable 
shape for presentation to the legislature; and 

Whereas, In unity of purpose and effort 
there lies not only the greater strength but 
the prospect of wisest results; therefore, be it 

Resolved, (1), That the mayor and general 
counctl of the city of Atlanta be and they 
are herebw requested to eo amend the resolu- 
tion aforesaid which authorized the appoint- 
ment of this general committee as to pro- 
vide that in addition to the membership of 
the committee as constituted under the orig- 
inal resolution, approved November 7, 1901. 
there shall be added to this general commit- 
tee the names of each member of the general 
council, that {s, of each alderman and coun- 
cilman now serving as such, who iz not already 
a member of this said committee; and we 
respectfully recommend to the mayor and gen- 
eral council of the city of Atlanta, the adop- 
tion od a resolution to this effect at as early 
a date as may seem practicabdie. 

Resolved, (2), That a copy of these reso-

Debate Ends in Adoption. 

Alderman Welch moved the adoption 
of the foregoing resolution, and Mr. 
Moyers and Captain English moved that 
it be referred t% 4 special committee. 
Councilman Reed was the first speaker 
and he favoreé the Welch resolution.

Chicago, June  17.—Charles Francis 
Adams, of Boston, delivered the oration 
before the Phi Beta Kappa Society of the 
University of Chicago today, his subject 
being’ ‘Shall Cromwell Have a Statue?’’ 

The changes in England's attitude to- 
ward Oliver Cromwell were described by 
the speaker as introductory to his an- 
nouncement of the question, which he 
called his text, ‘Shall Robert E.

generations Lee and his people had be- 
lieved. In this connection authority was 
quoted to show that “the union was origi- 
nally compact, dissoluble, perhaps, most 
of them would have said, at pleasure. 
Dissoluble, certainly, on breach of the 


articles of union.” 

A description of the steps by which 
Virginia approached the act of secession 
was given and the speaker said: 

Me ony oo did not take itg place in the 
secession movement because of the elec- 
tion of an anti-slavery president. It did 
not raise its hand. against the national 
government for mere love of any peculiar 
institution, or wish to protect and per- 
petuate it. Virginia made state sovereign- 
ty a cardinal article of its political creed. 
To us now this position seems worse than 
jllogical. Yet, after all, it is based on the 
great fundamental principle of the con- 
sent of the governed. 

“IT hold it to be certain that the year 
1865 will recognize the somewhat essential 
fact that all the honest conviction, all the 
loyalty, all the patriotic devotion and 
self-sacrifice were not any more than all 
the courage on the victor’s side. 

“Lee represented. individualized, all 


mind. and the confederate cause, the loy- 
alty to state, the keen sense of honor and 
personal obligation, the slightly archaic, 
the almost patriarchal love of dependent 
familly and home. 

“T look forward with confidence to the 
time when the bronze effigy of Robert E. 
Lee, mounted on his charger, and with its 
insignia of his confederate rank, will, 
from its pedestal in the nation’s capital 
look across the Potomac at his old home 
at Arlington. 

“When that time comes Lee’s monu- 
ment will typify the historical apprecia- 
tion of all that goes to make up the 
loftiest type of character, military and 
civic, exemplified in an opponent, once 
dreaded. but ever respected. 

“Above all it will symbolize and com- 
memorate that loyal acceptance of the 
consequences of defeat and the patient 
uwpbuilding of a people under new condi- 
tions by constitutional means, which I 
hold to be the greatest educational lesson 
America has yet taught to a once scepti- 
cal. but now silenced world.”

WITH BULLET IN HIS BRAIN 


Johnson Fauised Himself on Elbow, 
Rested His Pistol on Wrist and 
Mortally Wounded McMichael. 

Johnson Served with 
Roosevelt in Cuba. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., June 17.—E. W. 
Johnson, vice president of the Classen 
Rea] Estate Company, and who served 
through the Cuban campaign with the 
Rough Riders, was shot and killed here 
today by W. T. McMichael as a result 
of a contest over a Jand claim. Before he 
died Johnson shot and fatally wounded 
McMichael. E. E. Brown, editor of The 
Times-Journal, one of the oldest news- 
paper men in the territory, fired five shots 
at McMichael in defense of Johnson, but 
none took effect. Brown and McMichae! 
were arrested. There was talk of lynch- 
ing McMichael until it was learned his 
wound was fatal. 

The shooting took place at Woodlawn, 
in the eastern end of the city. McMichael! 
had been contesting for 12 years the 
homestead right to 160 acres of land in 
the addition. He was defeated in the 
courts and in Washington, but never 
ejected from the claim, where he lived 
with his wife and children. Cortez Brown 
and E. E. Brown, editors of The Times- 
Journal, bought lots in the addition 
through Johnson’s company and were im- 
proving it. 

Yesterday McMichael had attacked 
Brown for entering the land. Today 
Brown and Johnson attempted to lead 
away a cow placed on Brown's lots by 
McMichael, when McMichael fired with- 
out warning at Johnson. Johnson fell 
with a bullet in his head. 3rown then 
drew his revolver and began firing at Mc- 
Michael. Johnson, dying, raised himself 
upon his elbow, rested his pistol on his 


wrist and fired twice at McMichael. One 
in the abdomen, 
the other going wild and he dropped his 
revolver and ran for aid. Johnson died 
in ten minutes. None of Brown’s shot 
took effect and he was unhurt. 

A big crowd gathered and there was a 
move to lynch McMichael, but when it 
was found he had been wounded, perhaps 
fatally, they desisted. Johnson was 4 
years old. Hs fought through the Cu- 
ban campaign as a member of troop D 
of the Rough Riders, and was personally 


known to President Roosevelt. At San 
Juan he was shot in the knee, but re- 
covered and joined his troop. 

McMichael had been involved in liti- 
gation so long that he had become des- 
perate.

His majesty has been in a particularly 
happy frame of mind since the Boer 
treaty of peace was signed and the Ameri- 
can friends of Mrs. Maybrick found no 
difficulty in causing him to grant his 
consent, It is regarded ag practically cer- 
tain that Mrs. Maybrick will be a free 
woman by July 1. If she ts released she 
will sail for the United States on the 
first steamer. 

Mobile Relatives Advised. 

Mobile, Ala., June 17.—(Special.)—Rela- 
tives of Mrs. Florence Maybrick im* Mo- 
bile have received private cable advising 
them that she will be pardoned during 
coronation week. Mrs. Maybrick will be 
urged to return to her of hone as soon 
as she is released fron? prison. 


The case of Mra. Maybrick has been a 
cause .celebre for years. She is an Amerit- 
cam woman, born at.Mobile,.who married 
an Englishman. 

Many years ago her husband died and 
Mrs. Maybrick was arrested on a charge 
of causing his death by poison. She was 
tried in London and convicted on what 
was generally considered insufficient evi- 
dence. 

At the trial evidence was adduced to 
schow that Mrs. Maybrick was un- 
faithful to her husband and some one 
has said that the English jury convicted 
her not because she was guilty of poison- 
ing her husband, but to punish her for 
being unfaithful. 

Since her conviction frinds have work- 
ed unceasingly to secure her release, her 
mother, Baronesg LaRoque, being especi- 
ally active in her daughter’s behalf. 

Old residents of Macon remember Mrs. 
Maybrick as a little girl, she having been 
in that city during the war, when her 
mother, then. the wife of a confederate 
officer, left Mobile after its capture by 
the federals.

House Committee on Judiciary Passes 
Fayorably on Senater Bacon’s Bill. 


GOOD WORK BY MR. FLEMING 


It Is Believed That Bill Can Be Put 
Through House Before End of 
the: Present Session—The 
Valdosta Bill Is 
Passed.

Washington, June 17.—(Special.)—The 
house committee on judiciary today pass- 
ed favorably upon Senator Bacon’s Dill 
providing that the circuit court of ap- 
peals for the fifth circuit shal hold at 
least one term of court annually in At- 
lanta.

BANKRUPTCY ACT 
SHARPLY AMENDED 


Most of Democrats Opposed Provi- 
slons of Ray Bill. 


BARTLETT LED IN THE FIGHT 


For the Repeal of the Existing Law. 
Outline of the Changes Made in 
the Law as Amended by 
Ray Bill.

Washington, June 17.—(Special.)—Judge 
Bartlett, of Georgia, took an active part 
in the fight made in the house today for 
the repeal of the bankruptcy act. Most of 
the democrats opposed the amendments 
to the existing law contained in the Ray 
bill and endeavored instead to secure the 
adoption of a substitute providing for the 
repeal of the law. Judge Bartlett and 
Mr. Clayton, of Alabama, were among 
the most active debaters on the demo- 
cratic side. 

The minority made a vigorous effort to 
repeal the present law in toto, but were 
overwhelmingly defeated—65 to 137. The 
bill passed amends the law in fifteen par- 
ticulars to meet defects which experience 
has proven. The most important amend- 
ment is one to define preference to meet 
the supreme court decision in the case of 
Pirie versus the Chicago Title and Trust 
Company. 

Four additional grounds for refusing a 
discharge in bankruptcy also are added: 

First. Obtaining property on credit on 
materially false amendments. 

Second. Making a fraudulent transfer 
of property. ° 

Third. Having been granted or denied a 
discharge in bankruptcy within six years. 

Fourth. Having refused to obey the or- 
der of the court, or refusal to answer 
material questions approved by the court. 

‘Mr. Clayton, of Alabama, declared the 
present bankruptcy law a drastic and op- 
pressive measure.

Stormy Fight Over Platform. 

The committee on resvlutions had a long 
and stormy session before their report 
was finally adopted. They were 60 long 
at their task that al] the nominations 
had been made and half the delegates had 
left the hall when the report was read 
and adopted. ) 

The principal. fight was over the first 
plank in the platform. As originally 
drafted this read: 

‘‘The democrats of Illinois in state con- 
vention declare their adherence to the 
fundamental principles of the democratic 
party as laid down in the Declaration 
of Independence and the constitution of 
the United States, affirmed at our last 
national convention.” 

This was considered by the opponents 
of silver as a too specific declaration in 
favor of the Kansas City platform, and 
headed by John C. Richberg and Adolph 
Kraus, of Chicago, they fought it. For 
three hours the debate went on and 
the plank was amended to read: 

‘‘All fundamental principles of the dem- 
ocratic party,” ete, “repeatedly affirwed 
by past democratic conventions.” 

No effort was made to bring in the name 
of W. J. Bryan. 

The platform as adopted reads in sub- 
stance as follows: 

‘The democrats of Illinois, in state 
convention, declare their adherence to all 
the fundamental] principles of the demo- 
cratic party as laid down in the Declara- 
tion of Independente and the constitution 
of the United States and repeatedly re- 
affirmed at past democratic conventions, 
particularly noteworthy among which aft 
this time as tne doctrine of equal rights 
for all and special privileges for none, 
and do hereby appeal to their fellow citi- 
zens of every former. political connec- 
tion to unite with them in the patriotic 
duty of giving thia ideal living force and 
practical application in, the affairs of the 
republic.”’ 

Tariff Mother of Trusts. 

The platform then condemns trusts; 
insists upon a rigid enforcement of the 
present anti-trust laws and favors such 
further legislatioMgoth federal and state 
as may be riecessary to prevent such 
combinations. It denoufices the republi- 
can tariff as a prolific mother of trusts, 
and demands a thorough revision of the 
tariff and the abolition of all. special 
privileges ‘(demanding that “every product 
of a tariff protected competition de- 
stroying trust be placed on the free 
list.” 

The platform 

“We are opposed to the British system 
of colonization by means of which 
powerful selfish interests are enabled to 
employ the resources of the people to 
enslave inforced races and to. énrich 
themselves. We are in favor of true 
American expansion such as under dem- 
ocratic control has been acheived in the 
past and by means of which vast terri- 
tories have been dedicated forever to 
equality and freedom. We therefore de- 
nounce the various measures adopted by 
the republicans for the government of 
the Philippines ag monopolistic and au- 
tocratic and dangerous to liberty at home 
as well as liberty abroad.”

Death of Francis Daniel Muller in

London, June 17.—At an inquest in 
Pancas borough today over the remains 
of Francis Danie] Muller, an aged physi- 
cian, who had lived as a recluse for years 
occupying a single room in a crowded 
tenement, witnesses testified that Muller 
had been a surgeon in the Confederate 
army.

HATCHETS BURIED” 
BY REPUBLICANS 


Their Convention ia Tennessee Will 
Be a Love Feast. 


CAMPBELL FOR GOVERNOR 


His Will Be the Only Name Pre- 
sented to Convention When It 
Convenes at Nashville To- 
day—Platform To Favor 
Local Option. 


Nashville, Tenn., June 17.—Republicans 
of Tennessee will assemble in state con- 
vention here tomorrow. Already many of 
the leaders are on the scene with open 
headquarters and the convention prom- 
ises to be well attended and harmonious 
throughout, all factional feeling seeming 
to have been left at home. 

Only one name is mentioned tin the 
gubernatorial race, that of Judge P. T. 
Campbell, of Greene county. 

The candidate for railroad commis- 
sioner will be seleéteqd from middle Ten- 
nessee, but as yet he has not been de- 
cided on. 

There is a sentiment opposing the nomi- 
nation of a complete judiciary circuit, 
especially for the court of chancery ap- 
peals. The names of those being discussed 
are E. T. Sanford, of Knoxville; Lewis 
Shepard, of Chattanooga; G. N. Tillman, 
of Nashville; Ernest Caldwell, of Shelby- 
ville; George Randolph, of Memphis; 
George T. McCall, of Huntington, and 
John R. Walker of Trenton. 

The state republican executive state 
committee met this morning and selected 
the temporary officers of the convention. 
Hon. Lee Brock, assistant district attor- 
ney of Nashville, was unanimously 
chosen temporary chairman. The secre- 
taries will be A. D. Hubbard, of Mem- 
phis, and J. Thomag Turner, of this city. 

Hon. Walter P. Brownlow, representing 
the first Tennessee congressional dis- 
trict, will be permanent chairman of the 
convention. 

The platform wifl indorse the admin- 
istration of both McKinley and Roosevelt 
and commend their course in the Philip- 
pines, in Cuba and Porto Rico. The at- 
tack on the army will be vigorously re- 
pelled. The president's course as to 
trusts will be approved and a declaration 
made in favor of enacting stronger anti- 
trust laws if necessary. The Philade'- 
phia platform will be reaffirmed. 

In state matters the election laws will 
be discussed more temperately than here- 
tofore with a demand for representation 
at the Ballot box of the choosing of the 
minority party, with a demand for the 
application of the Dortch law to demov- 


‘eratic as well as republican strongholds. 


The repeal of the uniform textbogk law 
will be demanded. 

The retirement of state bonds under tne 
funding act will receive faint praise and 
the credit given, not to.the state admin- 
istration, but to the people whose taxes 
have been increased and assessments 
raised. It will denounce the increase :n 
public expenses and declare for retrench- 
ment, economy and reform. 

It will declare for an equitable distribu- 
tion pro rata among the children of the 
state of the school fund collected under 
the state law. 

It will declare for local option, though 
the Anti-Saloon League is endeavoring to 
avoid platform utterances on the tem- 
perance question. 

Nebraska Republicans. 

Lincoln, Nebr., June 17.—Interest in to- 
morrow’s republican state convention 
centers almost wholly in the head of the 
ticket. The seven prominent candidates 
for the governcrship, who have had their 
headquarters established since Saturday, 
were doing active missionary work to- 
day among the few delegates on the 
ground, but so evenly divided is the 
strength of at least five of them that the 
best political prophets confessed their in- 
ability to even signify the possible win- 
ner. There was talk during the morning 
of abolishing the usual custom of renomi- 
nating the remaining state officers and 
fixing up an entirely new slate, but active 
efforts in this direction were postponed 
pending more light on the gubernatorial 
puzzle.

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PLOT TO ASSASSINATE KING 
DISCOVERED BY DETECTIVES 


ce 


Sensational Story to That Ef 
fect Has Gained Currency 
in London, 


London, June 17.—A sensational story 
is current in London tonight of the dis- 
covery of a plot to assassinate King Ed- 
ward. This story has created consider- 
able discussion in newspaper and other 
circles, but it is lacking in anything like 
Official confirmation. 

According to the current report King 
Edward's sudden illness at Aldershot was 
not due to a cold, but was merely an ex- 
cuse for withdrawing his majesty from 
public functions owing to the discovery 
by Scotland Yard detectives of a plot 
against his life. The principals in this 
plot have not yet been arrested. 

It is cited in confirmation of this story 
that King Edward.s recovery when he 
Was ensconced at Windsor castle was 48 
complete and speedy as his attack had 
been sudden. 

On the other hand it must be pointed 
out that if his majesty’s illness was 
merely diplomatic the officials certainly 
took a great deal of trouble in keeping 
up the fiction. Sir Francis Laking, phy- 
sician in ordinary to the king, was sum- 
moned by telegraph to Aldershot; his 
prescriptions wére hurriedly filled, and 
everything about the king's apartments 
indicated the genuine nature of his ill- 
ness. Furthermore, King Edward's jour- 
ney from Aldershot to Windsor in his 
motor car and the subsequent drive to- 
day to Windsor park do not seem to in- 
dicate any fear of a further attack upon 
his perscn. 

At Scotland Yard tonight the utmost 
reticence was maintained concerning 
these rumors. It was noticeable, how, 
ever, that the chief inspectors, who 
usually return home at night, were ati 
on duty there, and while they refuse to 
see newspaper reporters until tomorrow 
morning, declined either to deny or ‘con- 
firm the rumor. 

Irish Not in It. 

At a meefing of the Irish members of 
the house of commons today resolutions 
to the effect that the Irisn nationalists, 
as a protest against the ‘“‘misgovernment 
of their country,’’ resolved to take no 
part in the present coronation celebra- 
tions, and that the Irish party be sum- 
moned to meet in Dublin on the day of 
King Edward's coronation, to take into 
consideration the condition of Ireland, 
were unanimously adopted.

HER HEART BEAT AFTER DEATH 


Remarkable Case of Bridget Demp- 
sey, of Chicago. 

Chicago, June 17.—Practically dead for 
eight and one-half hours, the heart of 
Bridget Dempsey, a patient in the county 
hospital, has finally ceased beating. AU 
action of the respiratory organs of the 
woman had ceased and the physicians in 
attendance pronounced her dead. Tt2 
heart action, which apparently had diced 
away, grew stronger a few moments af- 
terwards and injections of nitro-glycerine 
and other stimulants and artificial respi- 
ration were used, but ineffectually. Still 
the pulsations of the heart continued 
with regularity while the woman re- 
mained to all other indications lifeless. 
Dr. J. H. Mustard, of the hospital staff, 
pronounced the case one of Landry’s 
paralysis, of the rarest diseases 
known to medical science. The disease 
is primarily paralysis of the respiratory 
organs, which does not act immediately 
on the heart. The dead woman was 21 
years of age and entered the institution 
two weeks ago to be treated for tuber- 
cular meningitis.

June 17.—Tonight at 
Connorsville, a mining village back of 
Portland station, Ohio, Charles Scott. a 
negro, shot and killed Mrs. John Dull, a 
Hungarian woman, and Samuel Jones, his 
partner. Scott, who was drinking, went 
to Mrs. Dull’s house and demanded that 
she give him something to eat, and on 
being refused shot her above the right 
eye. He returned to his own cabin and 

shot Jones dead. 

The infuriated Hungarians have now 
urrounded the cabin and as soon as they 
can break in on Scott will lynch him.

JAW-BREAKING 
IS THREATENED 


Scenes Bordering on Riot 
Occur in French Chamber 
of Deputies, 


JAW OF COUNT DE DION 
IN PERIL OF SMASHING 


“Liar” and Other Insulting Epithets 
Are Hurled—Count Dion Gets 
Busy with His Fist—Chal- 
lenge To Fight a Duel 
Is the Outcome. 


Paris, June 17.—Disorderly scenes oc- 
curred in the chamber of deputies today 
during the discussion of the verification 
of the election of M. Syveton, nationalist, 
who defeated M. Mesureur, radical s0- 
c‘alist. M. Berteaux, radical socialist, 
epposed the validiation, accusing the na- 
tionalists of engaging in a violent ‘cam- 
paign of insult and calumny agzinst the 
republicans. 

The speech led to interruptions from 
the count de Dion, and M. Syveton fol- 
lowed by uproearous altercations between 
the nationalists and radical socialists. 
Count de Dion threatened M. Berteaux 
with his fist and M. Coutant, revolution- 
ary socialist, insulted count de Dion. 
calling him an imbecile, and when called 
to order M. Coutnat said he would break 
the count’s jaw. 

When M. Syveton arose to reply his 
voice was drowned by the noise caused 
by the banging of desk lids by the left- 
ists.

For Twelve Years Passenger Super- 
intendent of the Central. 
Binghamton, N. Y., June 17.—(Speciat.) 
L. Coe Young, for twelve years passen- 
ger superintendent of the Central road 
of Georgia, is dead at his home here. Hea 
was born in 1844 and served through the 
civil war, three times refusing promo-

DEGREE IS GIVEN CLEVELAND. 


Made Doctor of Jurisprudence by Au- 
gustinian College. 
Philadelphia, June 17.—For the first 
time in the United States the honorary 
degree of doctor of jurisprudence was 
conferred toaay at the Augustinian col- 
lege at St. Thomas, of Villa Nova. The 
recipient was former President Cleveland, 
who had already had the degree of 
L.L. D., conferred by the Princeton uni- 

versity. 

The exercises were held in the college, 
Archbishop Ryan presiding. Previous to 
conferring the diplomas Mr. Cleveiand 
spoke briefly. After expressing his grati- 
fication for the conferring of the degree 
by the college Mr. Cleveland said: 

‘‘Whatever other objects and purposes 
may be involved in educational efforts 
among us, one of its constant and pronni- 
nent aims should be the cultivation and 
maintenance of a high standard of 
American citizenship. When we recall the 
fact that the beneficence of our scheme 
of government depends upon the virtue 
and education of the units of our citizen- 
ship, it is at once apparent that an im- 
portant and common duty rests upon 
every agency that undertakes the in- 
struction of the youth of our land. 

“It will be a sad day for our nation 
when the forces of education and the 
teachers of moral living shall cease to 
strive in unity to leaven the entire mass 
of our citizenship, or when their in- 
fluence in that direction shall be divided 
and circumscribed by religious and sec- 
tarian differences.”

STRIKERS FORCE. 
MILL TOCLOSE 


Miners Carry Their Fight Into 
Lace Making Industry, 


Because Management Would Not Dis- 
charge Girls Whose Relatives 
Still Work in Mines, Un- 
ion Orders a Strike. / 
Miners Marching. t 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., 
the general manager would not discharg< 
five girls whose relatives are still at work 
in the mines the Wilkesbarre Lace Man- 
ufacturing Company, the largest in the 
United States, was compelled to shut 
down today. Between 800 and 1,000 per- 
sons arc affected. The lace makers and 
coOttcn workers are strongly organized, 
and have been helping the strikigs 
miners in every way possible. It ap- 
pears the lace makers learned that rela- 
tives of the girls were working in the 
mines, and the girls were given the alter- 
native of either leaving the lace mill or 
having their relatives leave the collierteg, 
Failing in this. the Cotton Workers’ 
Union requested the discharge of the 
girls, but the manager refused to com- 
piv. The employees of the cotton depart- 
ment thereupon quit. The manager then 
asked the weavers what they intended to 
do. and after a meeting the weavers re- 
plied that they could not work with ‘‘un- 
fair’’ workers, and also auit. The shut- 
ting down of the lace mill was the only 
important development ir the Wyoming 
region today. 

The general strike situation remains 
unchanged. The miners report that morn 
men came our today, and the coal com- 
pany officials, on the contrary. claimed 
that they are inereasing their forces 
around the collieries. 


Armed Miners March. 

Vivian, W Va., June 17.—The army, of 
strikers which marched down through 
the coal fleld last night took up the 
march this morning for Pocahontas, Va., 
where they will camp tonight. They left 
West Vivian about 8 o'clock several! 
hundred strong. At Bottom Creek a 
dozen miners who were standing at the 
commissary ready to enter the mines 
joined the marchers. At mines all along 
the line of march a few joined the 
marchers, and they will likely reaich 
their destination with about 800 men. A 
detective is riding at their head with five 
Officers and is holding them in control. 
At Keystone they were joined by a band 
which seemed to lend much enthusiasm 
to the crowd. At Coaldale it is said 
that a large number of sympathizers is 
waiting to join them arnted with win- 
chesters, shot guns and ravrolvers. A 
guard of twenty-five well armed men are 
watching this delegation to prevent any 
outbreak.

New Pacific Mail Boat Korea Starts 
on Journey. 


OUR LARGEST SEA TROTTER 


It Is Believed the New Vessel Will 
Make the Fastest Time Ever 
Recorded from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific 
Ocean. 


Newport News, Va., June 17:—(Special.)— 
The new Pacific mail leviathan, Korea, 
the largest vessel ever built on this hem- 
isphere, left the yard of the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Com- 
pany today for San Francisco, her route 
carrying her around the Horn. On Satur- 
day the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
formally accepted the palatial liner, which 
displaces 18,600 tons and cost $2,000,000, and 
Captain Seabury, commodore of the com- 
pany’s fleet plying between San Francisco 
and Hong Kong, was ordered to sail with 
his ship today. 

Amid the tooting of whistles from the 
buildings and ships of every description 
afloat, the Korea passed down the 
harbor bound for the ocean, her own siren 
being kept busy answering the salutes 
from other vessels. The naval cadets 
and erew of the battle ship Indiana, which 
is now in service as a training ship for 


up on the war ship’s decks and cheered 
the newest and finest specfmen of the 
American ship builder’s skill, while the 
German imperial cruiser, Vineta, which is 
at the ship yard for overhauling, paid a 
graceful compliment by dipping her col- 
ors. 

The Korea will make only two stops en 
route to San Francisco. The first will 
be at Montevideo and the next at Valpa- 
raiso, at both of which places she will re- 
plenish her bunkers. 


To Make Record Time. 


It is understood that the Korea will be 
the largest craft to go around the Horn, 
and it is expected that she will make 
the fastest time ever recordgd from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific by way of this 
route. Her contract requires 18 knots 
maximum speed, but she will be rated as 
a 20-knotter, her builder’s trial demon- 
strating that she is capable of attaining 
that speed. 

The Siberia, sister ship of the Korea, is 
rapidly nearing completion and. will be 
ready for her builder's trial in several 
months. Nothing in merchant or war 
ship construction in this country will ap- 
proach these magnificent leviathans. The 
American liners, St. Louis and St. Paul, 
are not excepted. No expense was spared 
in their construction and equipment and 
the two Pacific mail liners will easily be 
the queen ships of the Pacific. Their di- 
mensions are: Length, 572 feet 4 inches; 
beam, 63 feet; depth, 40 feet; draft, 27 feet; 
displacement, 18,690 tons, which is nearly 
4,000 tongs greater than the latest battle 
ships constructed for the United States 
government. 

Immediately on arriving at San Francis- 
co the Korea will sail on her maidéeh voy- 
age, her first stop beg Honolulu. After 
twenty-four hours she will sail for Yoko- 
hama, a distance of 3,400 miles. The next 
stop is Hebe, 250 miles from Yokohama. 
Then she will pass*through the Inland 
sea a distance of 400 Miles to Nagasaki, 
then 442 miles to Shanghai and finally 850 
miles to Hong Kong, the western termi- 
nus of the Pacific mai) line. Remaining 
here twelve days, the homeward run will 
be started, the same stops being made 
on the return passage.

The report of Professor C. M. Strachan, 
treasurer of the alumni endowment com- 
mittee, showed interesting figures as to 
the endowment fund. 

Theré are 471 subscribers to 
and the total amount subscribed is $48,- 
726.70. This fund is payable in five an- 
nual ‘installments, and althqugh only 
One installment has bé@en called in, there 
has already been paid the sum of $15,- 
$28.30, or nearly one-third of the total 
amount.

At 11 o’clock the alumni proceeded to 
the chapel to hear the address of their 
chosen orator, Hon. Joseph Hanson Mer- 
rill, of Thomasville, Ga. Mr. Merrill's 
address was one of great power. It was 
upon the subject of “Our Duty to Geor- 
gia of 1902.”’ 

Address by Mr. Merrill. 


Mr. Merrill spoke in part as follows: 

“The most lasting investment a man 
can make for his children is their edu- 
cation. The most certainly safe invest- 
, ment a man can make for his children 
, is their education. The most beneficent 
; investment a man can make for his chil- 
dren is their education. Houses and lands 
may be desolated in a day. Stocks and 
bonds may vanish with a magnate’s ma» 
‘mipulations. Riches may corrupt and de- 
r@rade.. But an intelligent soul, a cul- 
tured mind is of itself a never failing, 
an indestructible, an elevating source of 
power and of happiness. 

“The great Hill said in addressing this 
society in 1871: “The beginning of all 
improvement in Georgia lies in en- 
largement of our system of education. 
Education is like water; to fructify it 
,must descend. Pour out floods at the 
base of sclety, and only at the base, 
and it wil] saturate, stagnate and de- 
etroy. Pour it out on the summit and it 
will quietly and constantly percolate and 
descend, germinating every seed, feeding 
every root, until over the whole area, 
from summit ‘to base, will spring the 
tender ‘blade, and then the ear, and then 
the full corn in the ear.’ 

“It is only within the last vear or two 
that this most excellent counse! has been 
heeded to any extent by the legislature 
Of the staté. They have gone on building 
an educational system like they were 
building a house, making it very broad 
and heavy at the foundation. but. see- 
ing that the structure did not rise. that 
Mr. Hill's idea about pouring out educa- 
tion at the base of society was correct. 
have begun to build from the right end 
by doing something for the university 
and for the normal schoo} established 
under the shadow of the university's 
walls—where, let me say. every hranch 
and separate division of it should have 
been located. The normal school has 
done more than any other influence to 
make the people of the state feel an in- 
terest In the university. feel like it was 
theirs. If we had but located the other 
departments here, making one grand 
etructure of them all, even blind preju- 
dice must have seen the beauty of it. 
And done reverence to this keystone of 
the arch, crowning it with its homage 
and its offerings. We, the alumni. must 
ever keep its claims before the people 
of the state and commend it to our 
neighbors and young friends. and. ex- 
ample being a more effective teacher 
ther precept. send our own sons here.”

A the University of Georgia. 


This afternoon at the chapel Miss Lol- 
lie M. Smith, the accomplished young 
daughter of Captain R. B. Smith, county 
schoo] commissioner, read her admirable 
essay at the chapel, being the first woman 
who ever read an essay or delivered a 
speech from that stage. 

The people are famillar with the story 
of how it came to pass that a lady should 
be invited to speak there. Miss Smith 
read her essay a8 a4 representative of that 
young giant among the educaonal in- 
stitutions of the state, the state normal 
school. 

The essay was upon the subject, ‘“‘The 
Old School and the New,” and it was 
handled in a most interesting way. It 
was well written, contained much of sound 
thought and sparkling humor, and was 
read with an ease and grace that charm- 
ed the large and appreciative audience. 

At its conclusion scores of those at- 
tending the exercises warmly congratu- 
lated Miss Smith upon her effort. 

This essay, Which marks an epoch in 
sa history of the university, is as fol- 
Ows: 


‘‘The Old School and the New.” 


The trustees of the Greenwood academy had 
met te elect a teacher—q most important un- 
dertaging, as the faces of the committeemen 
Clearly indicated. The sole applicant for this 
position was present at the meeting. His iden- 
tity was unmistakable, for his manner and 
appearance plainly betrayed the country ped- 
agogue. He seemed il] at ease under the 
scrutiny of the committee, and he endeavored 
to relieve his embarrassment by fiercely chew- 
ing his tobacco—that unfailing source of com- 
fort, which offens serves to keep great minds 
on things terrestrial. Hie receding brow was 
crowned by a mop of unkempt hair: his wa- 
tery blue eyes shifted nervously, as if una- 
ble to fasten themselves on any one object.

*‘Nothing, gentlemen, but the wishful desire 
of a educated professor to reside over a achool 
where his indowments is appreshuated,’’ and 
the professor noticed with great satisfaction 
the effect of this re-ly upon the committee. 

‘“‘Whut ohurch are you a member of?’ asked 
a mild-looking old gentleman. 

“Gentlemen of the committee,’’ said the 
professor, ‘‘I am partial to none; where the 
Methodist doctrine is predominous, I most 
always confess with the Methodists; and, vicy 
versy, when the Baptist faith is prevalous in 
a settlement, I generally always moderate with 
the Baptists.’’ This remark was made with 
a dramatic sweep of the hands, as if to in- 
dicate the breadth of his religious views. 

‘“‘Whut kin ye learn the childern?’’ was the 
next question. 

‘‘Well,’’ replied the professor, after a few 
moments of vigoroue exerciee on his tobacco, ‘‘I 
can learn them readin’, ‘ritin’ and ‘rithmer- 
tic; jography by the round method, the square 
method, or a mixin’ of both, just as my pa- 
trons prefers. I make a speciality of Lat’n and 
most everything else, but my mainest speciali- 
ty is English grammar. I was never learnt 
grammar myself, but I required it by care- 
ful practice, and in little or no time I can 
learn a scholar to Incline the noun and modi- 
fy the parts of speech.”’

‘Firstly—BPvery echolar in this school must 
have respect for the learnin’ and discipline 
of the professor which is now in charge of 
the educationary interests of Greenwood acad- 


emy. 
“Second—No tales shall be told out of this 
school. A tale-bearer comes to no good end, 
and most generally gets a lickin’. 

‘‘Third—There must be no idlers in this es- 
tablishment; and each and every individual 
scholar are not allowed to gaze about during 
‘books.’ 

‘‘Pourthly—Every scholar, individual and col- 
lected, must address me by my proper title 
of ‘‘Professor—Professor.’’ 

Thie last regulation was emphasized by @ 
ish of the hickory switch that he still heid 
in his hand. 

Thoroughly intimidated, the children hastily 
opened their books and began buzzing away 
to the great satisfaction of the professor.

Un 
resuming his work in the afternoon, the pro- 
fessor again reminded his pupils of their rare 
good fortune in having such an able in- 
structor in charge of the Greenwood acad- 
emy.

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MISS LOLLIE M. SMITH, 
Her Essay Captured the Commence- 
ment Audience at the University 
Yesterday. 
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organized into a village improvement club. 
At last Greenwood has a school, the work 
of which is related directly and helpfully to 
the school and economic needs of community 
life. The pupils are getting not less but 
rore and better instruction in academic sub- 
jects thar ever before; but also, they are 
getting lessons in sewing, cooking, manual 
training, the handicrafts, gardening and na- 
ture study. The échool building is painted, 
inside and out, and equipped with modern 
furniture. The walls are ornamented with 
pictures and casts, and the handiwork of the 
children. A library of noble books is grow- 
ing rapidly. Shade trees and flower plots 
have been set out by the pupils. The school 
property speedily made everything else in 
the town iook shabby: and now the town is 
racing with the school, to present a tidy ap- 
pearance to the world. The school is the 
pride of the town and the town will soon 
be the pride of the school. 

The teachers in this school have had spe- 
clal professiorial training. They do not be- 
lieve that learning comes to children as 
easily as fiying to birds and swimming to 
fishes; but they do believe that attraction 
is better than propulsion, as a motive. They 
believe in leading, not in driving. There 
has been no case of flogging in this school 
this year, and yet no children have ever 
worked harder or profited more. The teach- 
ers believe that children’s minds grow by 
yeing nourished, and not by being stretched 
on a rack. They do not believe in breaking 
into children’s heads as burglars break into 
houses. They do not believe, with Mrs. 
Pipehin, that children’s minds are to be 
prized open with a fork, as oysters are. They 
do believe that the things which children 
learn in school ought to be the things that 
they need to know in the world outside; that 
learning should be related to life. They 
believe that schools in rural communities 
should teach the things that children will need 
to know, in order to live happily and pros- 
perously in rural communities. They believe 
that country civilization, at its best, is sane 
and sound, healthsome and wholesome, and 
that it is a kind of civilization that endures 
when all other civilizations fall into de- 
cay. 

They hope to establish in 
such remunerative fireside and household in- 
dustries as have made Holland the richest 
country in the world; and so they are teach- 
ine the children to take willow twigs, lon4- 
leaf pine needles, shucks, reeds, and the 
bamboo of the swamps, and make out of these 
materials articles of use and beauty. More 
and more the elements of agriculture are be- 
ing taught, under the name of ‘‘nature study;”’ 
the purpose being to root the education of 
these children deeply in the soil. They be- 
lieve that the plain people of Georgia need 
tasteful, thoughtful occupation almost 28s 
much as they need education. 

It is a happy school. set down in a happy 
community, and already these people are 
being annointed with the ofl of gladness that 
David sings of. These teachers believe that 
we do not need more education in Georgia 
of the kind we now have, but more education 
of a better kind. and they believe that the 
realizing of a great ideal will require the 
strength and fervor and wisdom of the great 
Pestalozzi himeelf. More than millions of 
money, we need in Georgia the spirit of 
this father of modern education, who was 
centent to live like a pauper. among paupers, 
in order to teach paupers how to live like 
men. 

When we have schools of this kind, taught 
by teachers of this eort, our legislators will 
not deem public school money a waste, but a 
wise investment. What we need in the life 
of +k« nation tomorrow. we must put into 
the schools today, and the women of Georgia 
are leading the way. The school that I 
have described has not been conjured out of 
the imagination; it is one of the two schools 
fcunded and nurtured by the Federation of 
Women’s Clubs in Georgia. They have set 
‘a little child in the midst of'their ideals and 
purposes for the regeneration of our civiliza- 
tion: and He who blessed the little children 
will surely bless them in_ thelr noble un- 
dertaking.

A New Era of Statesmanship. 


That appears io have been a note- 
“worthy address by Mr. Madison Bell, 
of Atlanta, representing the law class 
of the University of Georgia, during 
the commencement exercises on Mon- 
‘Gay at Athens. His subject was “The 
Emancipation of the Political South” 
and the very brief synopsis of his 
line of thought shows that he hit 
upon a subject that has of late years 
‘given grave concern to thinking pa- 
triots of the south. 

Only /recently an influential and 
generally impartial northern journal 
asked seriously why the south of the 
/present is so markedly deficient in 
‘those strong, impressive, statesman- 
like representatives in public life that 
‘formerly distinguished her above all 
‘other sections of the union? It re- 
;marked upon ‘various contrasts be- 
‘tween the southern leaders of today 
rand those of past eras—the days of 
‘the Crawfords, Wises, Toombs, Steph- 
‘ens, Hill, Yancey, Forsyth, Davis, 
\Benjamin, Soule and Wizfall. But 
‘none of its suggestions for the ex- 
planation were sufficient; they ail 
summed up in the eommon idea that 
istatesmanship is a lost art among 
‘the southern people.” 
* That conclusion is not’ the fact. 
Statesmanship is an art, if one 60 
terms it, that varies its phenomena 
‘with its opportunities. Environment 
-and necessities dictate its character 
‘and manifestations. Those, there- 
‘fore, who can remember the past for- 
ty years of southern history vividly. 
and take in accurately the horizon of 
southern present necessities cannot 
go very far astray iu. making a just 
estimate of southern modern states- 
manship. 

No one can say that it required Jess 
political wisdom and prescient states- 
manship to restore the battle-wrecked 
commonwealths of the south from the 
chaos of reconstruction to new state- 
hood within the union and to the re- 
newal of internal policies of peace, 
economy and constitutional equities 
of administration than was demanded 
in ante-bellum days to settle the Mis- 
souri compromise, the Kansas-Ne- 
braska embroglio, or to establish the 
homestead policy and defend the fugi- 
tive slave law. Yet those vital things 
have been done by modern southern 
statesmen and the results conserved 
and annually improved upon by pub- 
licists of our own people, whose in- 
struments are sane minds and per- 
sistent deeds rather than impulsive 
oratory and labored argument. 

Cal! the work which the southern 
statesmen of the last three decades 
have done “practical,” or ‘“commer- 
cial,” or what you may, it was the es- 
sential and constructive work that 
‘the conditions of their states and so- 
ciety demanded. It has been well 
‘done, as the general conditions of 
‘the south of today attest, and they 
must, therefore, in all the future rank 
as statesmen of the most efficient 
'type—for the living reconstructor is 
‘equally honorable with the dead con- 
structor. 

In national fields the south has not 
had the oppcrtunities of her re 
sources in statesmanship. Her civil 
‘war history has manifestly prevented 
‘her. But when occasion has been 
given her she has not lacked men to 
‘make profert of her ability to re- 

’ gume her old-time place in the arena 
of national statesmanship. Her rep- 
resentatives, senators and cabinet of- 
ficers have ranked with the best of 
the post-bellum period. ; 

But the future will open to south- 

' ern men the opportunities that the 

‘recent past have not afforded. The 

, settlement of the race question in our 

‘local politics by the elimination of 

‘the ignorant negro voter in large 

‘measure, and the inauguration of the 

white primary method of making 

‘nominations for office are events 
that will inevitably make for a larger 

freedom of political action among 

‘southern constituencies. There are 
large questions of state policy in 
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mount questions of our campaigns 
and, under the primary system, those 
who formerly could not afford to dis- 
agree and contend, for fear of the 
negro balance of voting power, can 
now fight out those issues in the open, 
before the people, and ahead of the 
final decision. We have just fought 
out stch an issue in the recent Geor- 
gia democratic primary and no one 
can complain that it did not afford 
each contender ample occasion to 
display his oratory, his statesmanship 
and his compelling power over public 
opinion. ; 

In view of the above recited facts 
we think our young aspirants for 
statesmanship honors need not de- 
Sspair. The field henceforth will bg 
open and fair to every one of them 
to win the golden spurs of political 
knighthood and ride in’ the column 
whose head, with Tcombs and .Steph- 
ens and Hill in the lead, is enveloped 
in the cloudland of our glory. 


New Thought Under Old-Conditions. 
We see from our exchanges that 


‘the apostles of the new thought are 


to have a summer colony in a rural 
district just out from New York. 
where among the arcadian breezes 
they can hold communion with nature 
and devote themselves unreservedly 
to such cogitations as will bring them 
spiritual uplift and refreshment. 
Though the idea of seeking the 
shelter of the woods in the sultry 
months of July and August must be 
credited to the apostles of the old 


| thought, still it must not be put down 


as an evidence of any lack of orig- 
inality on the part of the apostles of 
the new thought, because they must 


| have some old material to work upon. 


In order to keep the wheels of the 
new thought properly rotating they 
must indulge in such old-fashioned 
luxuries as eating, sleeping and drink- 
ing, but they are pledged to keep 
within the bounds of moderation, es- 
pecially with reference to the last- 
named indulgence. Board for the 
apostles has been secured in country 
houses in the neighborhood at the as- 
tonishingly low rate of from $4 to $8 
per week, varying with the degrees of 
comfort desired. For the intellectual 
edification of the apostles lectures 
will be delivered by representative 
members of the school on such lines 
as “u.e Sunrise of Spiritual Con- 
sciousness,” “The Will to Be Well,” 
“The Mystical Death” and “The Love 
Life of the New Age.” Opportunities 
for advancing new ideas will be given 
the apostles from day to day and for 
each new idea advanced due credit 
will be allowed. Some of the apos- 
tles are very enthusiastic over the 
outlook; rainbows and auroras illum- 
inate the prospect, and they predict 
that the outing will be productive of 
an unprecedented harvest of new 
ideas. 

We wish the apostles of the New 
Thought much success. New ideas 
are in great demand just at this time 
and we sincerely hope that the experi- 
ment will be interrupted by no un- 
foreseen accidents. If the project 
pans out well the world will rise up 
and cal] them blessed. 


Yoking the Ox and the Ass. 


Under the Mosaic law it was un- 
lawful to yoke the ox and the ass to- 
gether, “because their pace is un- 
equal.” One of them would be bound 
to distress by reason of the inequality. 
The same principle holds good in a 
thousand forms of human combina- 
tions and evidences of it are visible to 
us every day in the contentions be- 
tween men whose interests should be 
to the same end and yet are antagonis- 
tic. 

The republican party platform 
adopted in Pennsylvania presents a 
striking example of an effort to yoke 
classes of unequal paces together and 
make them jubilantly draw the tri- 
umphant chariot of the party. It de- 
clares the “unswerving loyalty” of 
the party to the protective tariff and 
denounces any effort to revise it or 
otherwise interfere with its present 
operations. In the next breath the 
platform writers “affirm the friendship 
of the republican party for the bread- 
winner and the home-builder!” 

It will strike even the most casual 
reader of current events that those 
two declarations are radically incon- 
sistent. It puzzles the most expert 
doctor of logic to discern how a party 
that stands by the protective tariff, 
which is “the mother of trusts,” the 
creator of the giant, and oppressive 
monopolies of the country, the robber 
of the working classes to enrich the 
capitalists and dividend-takers, the 
cause of the food banditti that have 
depleted the once full dinner pail, can 
yet be the friend of the bread-win- 
ner and home-builder! 

The protective tariff has made it so 
dificult for men to win bread that, 
as we explained a few days ago, fif- 
teen millions of workers in the United 
States live and labor only three days 
ahead of starvation! And the trust 
system of employment, made possible 
by tne tariff, has brought to pass the 
time when workingmen declare that 
“sa home is a detriment to the wage- 
earnert” His employment is so pre 
carious now that he dares not own a 
home because any day he may have to 
abandon it to seek employment in 
other city or state than where he had 
invested his money in lot and cot- 
tage. 

It is strange, indeed, that the re- 
publican party should be able to mas- 
querade with any success as the 
friend of ithe workingman. Ft iss 
stranger still that workingmen can 
be deceived into believing these pro- 
fessions of friendship and dragooned 
into voting for that party. For what 
could be more anomalous than to see 
the trust magnate, tariff barens and 
monopoly-mongers yoking themselves 
up with the workingmen of the nation 
whom they are spoiling with every 
rising sun and every turn of the syn- 
dicated wheels of trade! 

Surely the times are ripe to expose 
the duplicity of the party that is play- 
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will become in their turn the pdra-| 


ing this game of delusion and fraud. | 
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The workingmen of America should 
be given the truth of their case in the 
hands of the républican party in all 
its nakedness and injustice. Tien if 
they prefer to march in the ranks of 
their oppressors and perpetuate the 
protective tariff that robs perspiring 
Peter to enrich plutocratic Paul, no 
one can gainsay their right of self- 
enslavement.

There Are 175 Bankers Present—C. 
T. O’Ferrall Speaks Against 
Branch Banking System. 
Address by R. F. Mad- 
dox, of Atlanta. 


Savannah, Ga., June 17.—(Special.)—The 
interstate convention of bankers of Vir- 
ginta, North Carolina and Georgia was 
hela today, with 175 bankers present. 
Georgia has the largest number in at- 
tendance. There are some forty from 


Virginia, 

All the business of the convention proper 
was concluded today. Tomorrow thé state 
associations will meet. In the convention 
today addresses were made by P. A. 
Stovall, of Savannah; B. F. Maddox, of 
Atlanta; George J. Seay, of Petersburg; 
John F. Bruton, of Wilson, N. C., and 
Hon. Charles T. O’Ferrall, of Virginia. 

Governor O’Ferrall caught the crowd. 
He made an address that rang with oppo- 
sition to the branch banking bill of Con- 
gressman Fowler. He condemned it, be- 
lieving that it would not operate to the 
good of the rural banks or those of the 
smaller cities. It would mrean the central- 
ization of capital and power to a much 
greater extent than now, making the 
great cities the centers of the wealth and 
endangering the whole banking system of 
the country. Financial stringency in New 
York would. be followed at once and to 
an even greater extent than now by 
stringency throughout the country, for an 
effect would at once be exerted upon all 
the branch banks. 

It was plain to be seen that his refer- 
ences to the branch banking bill met with 
the approval of the majority of his hear- 
ers, for his views were frequently ap- 
plauded. It is not believed the bill will 
secure the indorsement of the bankers, 
who will consider resolutions tomorrow. 
These resolutions against the bill’ were 
introduced by John A. Davis, of Albany, 
Ga., today and are as follows:

Attorney Lowry Arnold Opens Argu- 
ment for the Defense—Solicitor 
Hill and Reuben Arnold 
‘fo Speak, and Then 
to the Jury. 


The question of whether Millard Lee, 
who shot and killed Miss Lilla May Sut- 
tles, is sane or insane will be given to 
the jury today for its determination. 

All of the evidence for both the state 
and defense is in and one argument for 
the defense had been made 
adjourned yesterday afternoon. 
Lowry Arnold made the opening speech 
for the defense. Solicitor Charlie Hill will 
speak for the state this morning and At- 
torney Reuben Arnold will then conclude

for the defense. 


The main feature of yesterday's session 
Was expert medical testimony offered by 
the state in an effort to prove the pris- 
oner sane. Drs. J. B. Baird, J. J. Knott, 
W. P. Nicolson, 8. G. C. Pinckney. W. B. 
Bizzell and Bates Block, 
examinations of Lee in the Tower, 
fled that they did not consider the 
fendant insane. The evidence tended to 
show him to be of a low order of intelli- 
gence. 

Large numbers of witnesses 
troduced during the day hy both 
some of them expressing the opinion that 
Lee is of unsound mind, while others de- 
clared they believed he knows the dif- 
ference between right and wrong. A 
number of sharp exchanges between So- 
Hicitor Hill and Attorney Reuben Arnold 
also characterized the proceedings. 

The court room was again crowded 
throughout the session. 

Second Day’s Hearing. 

J. T. Winters was the first 
yesterday morning. He was acquainted 
with Lee and had always considered him 
an idiotic fellow. 

“Why did you have this 
Winters?’ asked Mr. Arnold. 

“On account of his actions,’ replied 
the witness. “‘He never appeared to have 
much sense.”’ 

On the cross-examination Solicitor Hill 
asked: 

“Mr. Winter, are you an expert on in-

Thomason testified that the examination 
was made in company with Dr. Ed Grif- 
fin. 

“Doctor, in what condition did you 
the prisoner?” asked Mr. Arnold. 

“T found him in a stupor and pale.’ 

“What mental test did you make?’ 

“IT questioned him as to the killing and 
asked him if he remembered the act. He 
said he did not. I then asked him if he 
remembered the time of the killing, to 
which he replied in the negative. I also 
asked him if he wanted to die and he an- 
swered that he did.’’ 

“Now, doctor, from your observation 
and examination of the prisoner, what do 
you consider his mental condition?’ jin- 
terogated Mr. Arnold.

Miss Mary F. McGee, an aunt of the 
prisoner, testified that when talking Lee 
would hold his finger in his mouth and 
look toward fhe floor. She had seen him 
under spells, at which time his eyes 
would look wild. She was of the opinion 
he had not had a sound mind since he 
was a baby. 

Mrs. Nancy E. Harwell, who resides 
in the Adamsville district, testified that 
she had always treated Lee as a child. 
She said when talking he frequently had 
a silly grin on his face. 


Spat Between Attorneys. 
During the examination of this witness 
Mr. Hill and Mr. Arnold again clashed. 


Mr. Hill objected to a leading question 
and the two attorneys began to wrangle. 
You two gentlemen must stop arguing 
with each other,” interposed Judge Cand- 
ler. ‘“‘You must address your rémarks 
to the court. Neither of you have 
power to pass on the other’s objections.” 
After the witness left the stand Attor- 
ree Arnold announced closed for the de- 
nse, 


State Begins Its Evidence. 

“Your honor, I will begin with the ex- 
pert testimony,”’ said Solicitor Hill. 

Dr. J. B. Baird was then called to the 
stand. 

“Doctor, have you had occasion to ex- 
amine Millard Lee?’ asked the solicitor. 

‘Yes, sir, | examined him in connec- 
tion with Dr. Knaott.’’ 

“IT will get you to tell of that examina- 
tion and the conclusion you reached. 

‘We examined his physical and mental 
condition,’ was the reply, “and found 
nothing abnormal in his condition. He 
Seemed somewhat disturbed, but he did 
not s€em to be laboring under an illusion. 
From the examination I considered him 
of sound mind.”’ 

“Do you think it would be a great in- 
centive for a man in the position of the 
prisoner to feign insanity.”’ 

“I object ta that. That is a question 
for the jury,’ quickly put in Mr. Arnold. 
The objection was sustained. 

Cross-examination by Mr. Arnold: 

‘“Fhere are many people in the asylum 
whose insanity it would be difficult to 
discover by a mere externa] examination 
or conversation—is that not true, doc- 


or? 

“Well, that might be.” 

Several questions were then directed 
to the relation of epilepsy to the brain. 

“Is it not possible that one of the most 
violent forms of insanity is superinduced 
by epilepsy ?’’ 

“At times it is probable that epilepsy 
might cause a violent manifestation.” — 

“Doctor, suppose a man ghould have 
pains In his head, a pallor should over- 
spread his face, he should be morose 
and cry without cause. would that indi- 
cate a mental trouble?” was asked. 

“Such a condition would show a men- 
tal derangement,”’ answered the witness. 

“When you talked to the man didn’t 
he talk to you fully and answer your 
questions ?’’ 

“Yes, sir.’ 


“He did not give anv indication of 


‘feigning silence, did he? 


“No, sir. 

“Doctor. Ysn’t it a fact that an insane 
man can do some forms of work. Couldn't 
he gin cotton, for tnstance?’’

Mr. Hill again examined the witness. 

“Doctor, did you find in this man any 
signs of mania, defmentia, imbecility or 
idiocy?” 

“‘No, gsir:.’’ 

“Well, doctor, what did vou find?” 

“IT. didn’t find any mental disturbance.” 


Other Expert Testimony. 


Pre J. J. Knott was the next expert 


Witness. In answer to questions from 
the solicitor he stated that he had ex- 
amined Lee and found his mind ap- 
parently sound. 

“From your examination, doctor, do 
you think Le® knows what he is doing?’

“Well, I'm trying to find out myself.

Dr. William Perrin Nicolson next went 
on the stand.

Too Close to the Jury. 

During the examination Judge Candler 
cautioned counsel of both sides not to 
look toward the jury. 

“You gentlemen must stop looking to- 
ward the jury while examining witnesses, 
you must not try to influence the jurors 
by smiling and making eyes at them,” 
said the coyrt. 

‘T have not been doing that, your hon- 
or,’ spoke up Mr. Arnold. 

‘‘Your honar, if I have done so I was 
unconscious of the fact,’’ said Mr. Hill. 

“Well, you are both too close to the 
jury,’ added the court. 

Mr. Hill in further questioning the wit- 
ness, asked him if a man should have a 
sudden outbreak of insanity whether he 
would not be as likely to attack one per- 
son as another. The reply was in the 
affirmative. 

Mr. Hill also asked: 

‘Doctor, did you find any evidence of 
mania, dementia or idiocy ?’’ 

‘No, sir.”’ 

“Would a man suffer with incipient 
epilepsy for twenty years”?’’ 

‘“T hardly think so.”’ 

Dr. W. B. Bizzell testified as to an ex- 
pert examination made a few days ago. 

“Doctor, did your examination indi- 
cate that the defendant knows the dif- 
ference between right and wrong?’ ask- 
e athe solicitor. 

“? think he knows the difference.’’ 

The witness found no signs of mania, 
dementia, imbecility, idiocy or incipient 
enilepsy. 

The usual hypothetical question wags 
put and the doctor gave it as his opinion 
that the facts would indicate a vicious 
nature. He said the flight indicated a 
thought of personal safety. 

On cross examination by Mr. Arnold 
the witness was asked questions in con- 
nection with insane asylums to which 
Mr. Hill objected. This was productive of 
a controversy. 

“7t think my friend must be suffering 
with hysteria,’’ exclaimed Mr. Arnold. 

“No, I haven't got hysteria,” rejoined 
Mr. Hill, ‘“‘and neither have I incipient 
epilepsy. I plead not guilty.” 

“Well, that will do for both of you 
now,” interrupted Judge Candler. 

Signs of Hysteria. 

Dr. S. G. Courtney Pinckney next tes- 
tified. He had examined Lee in the Tow- 
ey and. thought him perfectly able to 
distinguish between right and wrong. 

Cross examination by Mr. Arnold devel- 
oped that Dr. Pinckney found Lee’s ner- 
vous system in bad condition and the 
man afflicted with hysteria. 

“Did you find any malformation about 
Lee’s chin, doctor?’ asked Mr. Arnold. 

‘Yes, sir. It seems that the two chin 
bones have failed to connect.”

Summary of Crop Conditions. 


Washington, June 17.—The following is the 
weather bureau’s weekly summary of crop con- 
ditions: 

Highly favorable temperature conditions pre- 
vailed during the week in the great corn 
states of the central valleys; the central and 
west gulf states suffering from excessive heat 
and the districts from the upper Missvur! 
valley to the New England coast have ex- 
perienced temperatures too low for favora- 
ble growth. The lower Missouri and upper 
Mississippi vaMeys and the southern portion of 
the upper lake region, wherein previous weeks 
farm work has been completed by 
rains, have received additional heavy rains 
and crops in portions of these districts are 
much in need of cultivation. Abundant rains 
have effectually relieved the drought in South 
Atlantic states, but the almost entire absence 
of rain in the central and west gulf states 
has intensified drought conditions previously 
existing in their section. Weather conditions 
on the Pacific coast were favorable except 
in Oregon and Washington where the nights 
were too cool. Corn has made rapid growth 
in Nebraska, Kansas and Missouri. In Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, and g-nerally through the 
middle and southern Atlantic, corn is doing 
well, -but is suffering from drought in the 
central and west gulf states, and being 
cut for fodder in portions of Texas. 

Winter wheat has made generally favora- 
ble progress during the past week, further 
improvement. being reported from the On|lo 
valley and lake region 

1 is about finished in the Carolinas, 
Tennessee, anu in northern and central Cali- 
fornia. 

Spring wheat has been damaged 
ed valieye in portions of Iowa but 
well in the drier portions of the etate, 
some of the late sown in South Dakota 
ready. In these exceptions the crop is 
excellent condition in the spring wheat 

on. F 
“a oat crop has advanced favorably anil 
is in promising condition, but less favora- 
ble received from norctnern Illinois, portions 
of Iowa and middle South Atlantic states. 

Over the north portion of the cotton belt 
cotton has experienced generally favorable 
conditions, although lice are causing injury 
in portions of South Carolina and Georg !a. 
Over the southern portion of the central dis- 
tricts and throughout Texas the crop has 
made slow growth. Lice infest many of the 
fields in Mississippi and Louisiana and rain 
is now urgently needed in these districts, ¢e- 
pecially in Texas, where, however, despite 
adverse conditions, the crop is holding on well 
and the'reports of lice and bol weev!l are 
diminishing. The crop is generally well cul- 
tivated throughout the cotton belt. ; 

The season has been very unfavorable for 
transplanting tobacco in the middle Atlantic 
atates and Kentucky and the crop hae suf- 
fered much from drought in Virginia, North 
Carolina and portoine of Kentucky. More fa- 
yorable conditions are reported from Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana and Wisconsin. 

The general condition of grass continues fa- 
vorable except in the Ohio valley and middle

BIG TAX RETURNS 


Wants Increases from Western Union 
and Postal Companies. 


ASKS SAME AS IN ALABAMA 


Increase Asked from Western Union 
Is $131,000, and from Postal 
About $14,000 — Returns 
Were Sent Back for 
Correction. 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright yes- 
terday refused to accept the returns for 
taxation of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, the Postal Telegraph and Ca- 
ble Company and the American Tele- 
sraph and Telephone Company, of Sa- 
vannah. 

In neither case were the returns as 
large as the comptroller general thought 
they should be, and he sent the papers 
back to the proper officials of each com- 
pany with the request that the in- 
eregses indicated be made. 

In the case of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company its poles were returned 
at $30 per mile and its wire at $10 per 
Irie, while it failed? altogether to return 
cash notes and accounts. In Alabama 
this comrany returns its poles at $36 
per mile and its Wire at $15 per mile. 
Captain Wright said he thought Geor- 
zia was entitled to as much taxation as 
Alabama and he asks for an increase to 
the figures given in that state. The to- 
tal increase asked for from the Western 
Union, nct including rotes, cash and ac- 
counts, is about $131,000.

POOL INQUIRY 18 
NOT YET FINISHED 


Many Witnesses Appeared Before Fed- 
eral Grand Jury Yesterday. 


WILL BE CONTINUED TODAY 


None ‘of Yesterday’s Witnesses 
Would Say Anything About 
Their Testimony — Inquiry 
Will Probably End 
Today. 


The examination of railroad and cot- 
ton men was continued before the United 
States grand jury yesterday from 10 
o'clock in the morning until after 1 in 
the afternoon.

McClesky, division freight agent of the 
Southern, was the next witness. He re- 
turned to the witness room in a few 
moments to ascertain the correct names 
and positions of W. H. Pleasants, traffic 
manager of the Seaboard Air Line; R. E. 
Lutz, traffic manager of the Atlanta and 
West Point and the Western Railway 
of Alabama, and A. G. Jackson, general 
freight agent of the Georgia railroad, 
which. he had evidently been asked for 
by the grand jury. J. M. Culp, fourth 
vice president of the Southern, was called 
when Mr. McClesky had been excused. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Culp’s exam- 
ination Mr. McClesky was recalled, and 
after being in the room for a short time, 
was excused for the day. Thomas C. 
Watters, private secretary to S. F. Par- 
rott, chairman of the Southeastern 
Freight Association, was only in the room 
long enough to tell who he was. The 
next witness called, W. L. Magill, sec- 
retary of the Southeastern Freight As- 
sociation, was in the room for some time, 
and it is believed that his testimony was 
important.
